The State Health Commissioner tit.

tine cases of veneral disease when "ir 
the opinion of the attending physicist 
or the .county representative of tilt; 
State Department of Health the char 
acter, occupation, habits or neglect oi 
treatment make those infected men- 
aces to the public health." This is' * 
radical step in the control of socia 
disease in Pennsylvania, which hat 
riot heretofore come under the control 
of the. State Health Department fa 
this extent. Physicians ai-e not re- 
quired to report such cases, but the 
State authorities are empowered tr 
establish quarantines the same as for 
any communicable or contagious dis- 
ease where the conditions warrant, 
the usual penalties to apply for viola- 
tion. The advisory board has also 
empowered the State Commissioner to 
regulate funerals, undertakers being 
forbidden to provide clothing, draper- 
ies, carpets, rugs or artificial flowers 
for funerals in private houses and re- 
strictions are placed around funerals 
of chickenpox victims. All newspa- 
per notices of such funerals must 
state the cause of deatn.
